Introduction 



This Bible study tool is a combination of pages from the Open American Standard Version 
(OASV). These have been chosen for two reasons. This work is in the public domain which makes it 
easy to provide freely without charge. Secondly, it is easy to read and is rich in content. The fact that it 
is in the public domain does not distract from the value it will provide in the study of the scripture. 

About the Open American Standard Version 

There are already many good translations of the Holy Bible into contemporary English. 
Unfortunately, almost all of them are restricted by copyright and copyright holder policy. This restricts 
publication and republication of God's Word in many ways, such as in downloadable files on the Internet, 
use of extensive quotations in books, etc. The Open American Standard Version was commissioned by 
God in response to prayer about this subject. 

Because the Open American Standard Version is in the Public Domain (not copyrighted), it can be 
freely copied, distributed, and redistributed without any payment of royalties. You don't even have to ask 
permission to do so. You may publish the whole Open American Standard Version in book form, bind it in 
leather and sell it. You may incorporate it into your Bible study software. You may make and distribute 
audio recordings of it. You may broadcast it. All you have to do is maintain the integrity of God's Word 
before God, and reserve the name "Open American Standard" for faithful copies of this translation. 

The Open American Standard Version is an update of the American Standard Version (ASV) of the 
Holy Bible, published in 1901. A custom computer program updated the archaic words and word forms to 
contemporary equivalents, and then a team of volunteers proofread and updated the grammar. The New 
Testament was updated to conform to the Majority Text reconstruction of the original Greek 
manuscripts, thus taking advantage of the superior access to manuscripts that we have now compared 
to when the original AS V was translated. The style of the Open American Standard Version, while fairly 
literally translated, is in informal, spoken English. The Open American Standard Version is designed to 
sound good and be accurate when read aloud. It is not formal in its language, just as the original Greek 
of the New Testament was not formal. The OASV uses contractions rather freely. 

The Open American Standard Version doesn't capitalize pronouns pertaining to God. The original 
manuscripts made no such distinction. Hebrew has no such thing as upper and lower case, and the 
original Greek manuscripts were written in all upper case letters. Attempting to add in such a distinction 
raises some difficulties in translating dual-meaning Scriptures such as the coronation psalms. The Open 
American Standard Version main edition translates God's Proper Name in the Old Testament as 
"Yahweh." 



With all of the above and some other places where lack of clarity in the original manuscripts has 
led to multiple possible readings, significant variants are listed in footnotes. The reading that in our 
prayerful judgment is best is in the main text. Overall, the Open American Standard Version isn't very 
much different than several other good contemporary English translations of the Holy Bible. The 
message of Salvation through Jesus Christ is still the same. The point of this translation was not to be 
very different (except for legal status), but to update the ASV for readability while retaining or improving 
the accuracy of that well-respected translation and retaining the public domain status of the ASV.

Revelation 
Chapter 1 

1 This is the Revelation of Jesus Christ, 
which God gave him to show to his servants 
the things which must happen soon, which 
he sent and made known by his angel’ to 
his servant, John, 2 who testified to God's 
word and of the testimony of Jesus Christ, 
about everything that he saw. 

3 Blessed is he who reads and those who 
hear the words of the prophecy, and keep 
the things that are written in it, for the time 
is at hand. 

4 John, to the seven assemblies that are in 
Asia: Grace to you and peace from God, 
who is and who was and who is to come; 
and from the seven Spirits who are before 
his throne; 5 and from Jesus Christ, the 
faithful witness, the firstborn of the dead, 
and the ruler of the kings of the earth. To 
him who loves us, and washed us from our 
sins by his blood— 6 and he made us to be a 
Kingdom, priests 0 to his God and Father— to 
him be the glory and the dominion forever 
and ever. Amen. 

7 Behold/ he is coming with the clouds, and 
every eye will see him, including those who 
pierced him. All the tribes of the earth will 
mourn over him. Even so, Amen. 

8 "I am the Alpha and the Omega/" says 
the Lord God, § "who is and who was and 
who is to come, the Almighty." 

9 1 John, your brother and partner with you 
in the oppression, Kingdom, and 
perseverance in Christ Jesus, was on the isle 
that is called Patmos because of God's Word 
and the testimony of Jesus Christ. 10 1 was in 
the Spirit on the Lord's day, and I heard 
behind me a loud voice, like a 
trumpet 11 saying, *"What you see, write in a 
book and send to the seven assemblies: 4 to 
Ephesus, Smyrna, Pergamum, Thyatira, 
Sardis, Philadelphia, and to Laodicea." 

12 1 turned to see the voice that spoke with 
me. Having turned, I saw seven golden 
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lamp stands. 13 And among the lamp stands 
was one like a son of man , 0 clothed with a 
robe reaching down to his feet, and with a 
golden sash around his chest. 14 His head 
and his hair were white as white wool, like 
snow. His eyes were like a flame of 
fire. 15 His feet were like burnished brass, as 
if it had been refined in a furnace. His voice 
was like the voice of many waters. 16 He had 
seven stars in his right hand. Out of his 
mouth proceeded a sharp two-edged sword. 
His face was like the sun shining at its 
brightest. 17 When I saw him, I fell at his 
feet like a dead man. 

He laid his right hand on me, saying, "Don't 
be afraid. I am the first and the last, 18 and 
the Living one. I was dead, and behold, I 
am alive forever and ever. Amen. I have the 
keys of Death and of Hades/ 19 Write 
therefore the things which you have seen, 
and the things which are, and the things 
which will happen hereafter . 20 The mystery 
of the seven stars which you saw in my right 
hand, and the seven golden lamp stands is 
this: The seven stars are the angels § of the 
seven assemblies. The seven lamp stands 
are seven assemblies. 

Revelation 
Chapter 2 

1 "To the angel of the assembly in Ephesus 
write: 

"He who holds the seven stars in his right 
hand, he who walks among the seven 
golden lamp stands says these things: 

2 "I know your works, and your toil and 
perseverance, and that you can't tolerate 
evil men, and have tested those who call 
themselves apostles, and they are not, and 
found them false . 3 You have perseverance 
and have endured for my name's sake, and 
have * not grown weary. 4 But I have this 
against you, that you left your first 
love . 5 Remember therefore from where you 
have fallen, and repent and do the first

works; or else I am coming to you swiftly, 
and will move your lamp stand out of its 
place, unless you repent . 6 But this you 
have, that you hate the works of the 
Nicolaitans, which I also hate. 7 He who has 
an ear, let him hear what the Spirit says to 
the assemblies. To him who overcomes I 
will give to eat from the tree of life, which is 
in the Paradise of my God. 

8 "To the angel of the assembly in Smyrna 
write: 

"The first and the last, who was dead, and 
has come to life says these things: 

9 "I know your works, oppression, and your 
poverty (but you are rich), and the 
blasphemy of those who say they are Jews, 
and they are not, but are a synagogue of 
Satan. 10 Don't be afraid of the things which 
you are about to suffer. Behold, the devil is 
about to throw some of you into prison, that 
you may be tested; and you will have 
oppression for ten days. Be faithful to death, 
and I will give you the crown of life. 11 He 
who has an ear, let him hear what the Spirit 
says to the assemblies. He who overcomes 
won't be harmed by the second death. 

12 "To the angel of the assembly in 
Pergamum write: 

"He who has the sharp two-edged sword 
says these things: 

13 "I know your works and where you dwell, 
where Satan's throne is. You hold firmly to 
my name, and didn't deny my faith in the 
days of Antipas my witness, my faithful one, 
who was killed among you, where Satan 
dwells. 14 But I have a few things against 
you, because you have there some who hold 
the teaching of Balaam, who taught Balak to 
throw a stumbling block before the children 
of Israel, to eat things sacrificed to idols, 
and to commit sexual immorality. 15 So you 
also have some who hold to the teaching of 
the Nicolaitans likewise / 16 Repent 
therefore, or else I am coming to you 
quickly, and I will make war against them 
with the sword of my mouth. 17 He who has 
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an ear, let him hear what the Spirit says to 
the assemblies. To him who overcomes, to 
him I will give of the hidden manna, * and I 
will give him a white stone, and on the 
stone a new name written, which no one 
knows but he who receives it. 

18 "To the angel of the assembly in Thyatira 
write: 

"The Son of God, who has his eyes like a 
flame of fire, and his feet are like burnished 
brass, says these things: 

19 "I know your works, your love, faith, 
service, patient endurance, and that your 
last works are more than the first. 20 But I 
have this against you, that you tolerate 
your § woman, Jezebel, who calls herself a 
prophetess. She teaches and seduces my 
servants to commit sexual immorality, and 
to eat things sacrificed to idols . 21 I gave 
her time to repent, but she refuses to 
repent of her sexual immorality . 22 Behold, I 
will throw her into a bed, and those who 
commit adultery with her into great 
oppression, unless they repent of her 
works . 23 I will kill her children with Death, 
and all the assemblies will know that I am 
he who searches the minds and hearts. I 
will give to each one of you according to 
your deeds . 24 But to you I say, to the rest 
who are in Thyatira, as many as don't have 
this teaching, who don't know what some 
call 'the deep things of Satan/ to you I say, 
I am not putting any other burden on 
you . 25 Nevertheless, hold that which you 
have firmly until I come . 26 He who 
overcomes, and he who keeps my works to 
the end, to him I will give authority over the 
nations . 27 He will rule them with a rod of 
iron, shattering them like clay pots;* as I 
also have received of my Father : 28 and I will 
give him the morning star . 29 He who has 
an ear, let him hear what the Spirit says to 
the assemblies. 
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Revelation 
Chapter 3 

1 "And to the angel of the assembly in 
Sardis write: 

"He who has the seven Spirits of God, and 
the seven stars says these things: 

"I know your works, that you have a 
reputation of being alive, but you are 
dead. 2 Wake up, and keep the things that 
remain, which you were about to throw 
away, for I have found no works of yours 
perfected before my God . 3 Remember 
therefore how you have received and heard. 
Keep it and repent. If therefore you won't 
watch, I will come as a thief, and you won't 
know what hour I will come upon 
you . 4 Nevertheless you have a few names 
in Sardis that didn't defile their garments. 
They will walk with me in white, for they are 
worthy . 5 He who overcomes will be arrayed 
in white garments, and I will in no way blot 
his name out of the book of life, and I will 
confess his name before my Father, and 
before his angels . 6 He who has an ear, let 
him hear what the Spirit says to the 
assemblies. 

7 "To the angel of the assembly in 
Philadelphia write: 

"He who is holy, he who is true, he who has 
the key of David, he who opens and no one 
can shut, and who shuts and no one opens, 
says these things: 

8 "I know your works (behold, I have set 

before you an open door, which no one can 
shut), that you have a little power, and kept 
my word, and didn't deny my 

name . 9 Behold, I give some of the 
synagogue of Satan, of those who say they 
are Jews, and they are not, but lie. Behold, I 
will make them to come and worship before 
your feet, and to know that I have loved 
you. 10 Because you kept my command to 
endure, I also will keep you from the hour 
of testing which is to come on the whole 
world, to test those who dwell on the 
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earth. 11 I am coming quickly! Hold firmly 
that which you have, so that no one takes 
your crown. 12 He who overcomes, I will 
make him a pillar in the temple of my God, 
and he will go out from there no more. I will 
write on him the name of my God and the 
name of the city of my God, the new 
Jerusalem, which comes down out of 
heaven from my God, and my own new 
name. 13 He who has an ear, let him hear 
what the Spirit says to the assemblies. 

14 "To the angel of the assembly in Laodicea 
write: 

"The Amen, the Faithful and True Witness, 
the Beginning’ of God's creation, says these 
things: 

15 "I know your works, that you are neither 
cold nor hot. I wish you were cold or 
hot. 16 So, because you are lukewarm, and 
neither hot nor cold, I will vomit you out of 
my mouth. 17 Because you say, 'I am rich, 
and have gotten riches, and have need of 
nothing;' and don't know that you are the 
wretched one, miserable, poor, blind, and 
naked; 18 I counsel you to buy from me 
gold refined by fire, that you may become 
rich; and white garments, that you may 
clothe yourself, and that the shame of your 
nakedness may not be revealed; and eye 
salve to anoint your eyes, that you may 
see. 19 As many as I love, I reprove and 
chasten. Be zealous therefore, and 
repent . 20 Behold, I stand at the door and 
knock. If anyone hears my voice and opens 
the door, then I will come in to him, and will 
dine with him, and he with me . 21 He who 
overcomes, I will give to him to sit down 
with me on my throne, as I also overcame, 
and sat down with my Father on his 
throne . 22 He who has an ear, let him hear 
what the Spirit says to the assemblies." 

Revelation 
Chapter 4 

1 After these things I looked and saw a door 
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opened in heaven, and the first voice that I 
heard, like a trumpet speaking with me, was 
one saying, "Come up here, and I will show 
you the things which must happen after 
this." 

immediately I was in the Spirit. Behold, 
there was a throne set in heaven, and one 
sitting on the throne 3 that looked like a 
jasper stone and a sardius. There was a 
rainbow around the throne, like an emerald 
to look at. 4 Around the throne were twenty- 
four thrones. On the thrones were twenty- 
four elders sitting, dressed in white 
garments, with crowns of gold on their 
heads. 5 Out of the throne proceed 
lightnings, sounds, and thunders. There 
were seven lamps of fire burning before his 
throne, which are the seven Spirits of 
God . 6 Before the throne was something like 
a sea of glass, similar to crystal. In the 
middle of the throne, and around the throne 
were four living creatures full of eyes before 
and behind . 7 The first creature was like a 
lion, and the second creature like a calf, and 
the third creature had a face like a man, and 
the fourth was like a flying eagle. 8 The four 
living creatures, each one of them having six 
wings, are full of eyes around and within. 
They have no rest day and night, saying, 
"Holy, holy, holy* is the Lord God, the 
Almighty, who was and who is and who is to 
come!" 

9 When the living creatures give glory, 
honor, and thanks to him who sits on the 
throne, to him who lives forever and 
ever, 10 the twenty-four elders fall down 
before him who sits on the throne, and 
worship him who lives forever and ever, and 
throw their crowns before the throne, 
saying , 11 "Worthy are you, our Lord and 
God, the Holy One,* to receive the glory, the 
honor, and the power, for you created all 
things, and because of your desire they 
existed, and were created!" 
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Revelation 
Chapter 5 

I I saw, in the right hand of him who sat on 
the throne, a book written inside and 
outside, sealed shut with seven seals. 2 1 
saw a mighty angel proclaiming with a loud 
voice, "Who is worthy to open the book, and 
to break its seals?" 3 No one in heaven 
above, or on the earth, or under the earth, 
was able to open the book or to look in 
it. 4 Then I wept much, because no one was 
found worthy to open the book or to look in 
it. 5 One of the elders said to me, "Don't 
weep. Behold, the Lion who is of the tribe of 
Judah, the Root of David, has overcome: he 
who opens the book and its seven seals." 6 1 
saw in the middle of the throne and of the 
four living creatures, and in the middle of 
the elders, a Lamb standing, as though it 
had been slain, having seven horns and 
seven eyes, which are the seven Spirits of 
God, sent out into all the earth. 7 Then he 
came, and he took it out of the right hand of 
him who sat on the throne. 8 Now when he 
had taken the book, the four living creatures 
and the twenty-four elders fell down before 
the Lamb, each one having a harp, and 
golden bowls full of incense, which are the 
prayers of the saints. 9 They sang a new 
song, saying, 

"You are worthy to take the book 
and to open its seals: 
for you were killed, 

and bought us for God with your blood 

out of every tribe, language, people, and 

nation, 

10 and made us kings and priests to our God, 
and we will reign on the earth." 

II I saw, and I heard something like a voice 
of many angels around the throne, the living 
creatures, and the elders. The number of 
them was ten thousands of ten thousands, 
and thousands of thousands; 12 saying with 
a loud voice, "Worthy is the Lamb who has 
been killed to receive the power, wealth, 
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wisdom, strength, honor, glory, and 
blessing!" 

13 1 heard every created thing which is in 
heaven, on the earth, under the earth, on 
the sea, and everything in them, saying, "To 
him who sits on the throne, and to the Lamb 
be the blessing, the honor, the glory, and 
the dominion, forever and ever! Amen!"* 

14 The four living creatures said, "Amen!" 
Then the 1 elders fell down and worshiped. 4 

Revelation 
Chapter 6 

1 1 saw that the Lamb opened one of the 
seven seals, and I heard one of the four 
living creatures saying, as with a voice of 
thunder, "Come and see!" 2 And behold, a 
white horse, and he who sat on it had a 
bow. A crown was given to him, and he 
came out conquering, and to conquer. 

3 When he opened the second seal, I heard 
the second living creature saying, 
"Come!" 4 Another came out: a red horse. To 
him who sat on it was given power to take 
peace from the earth, and that they should 
kill one another. There was given to him a 
great sword. 

3 When he opened the third seal, I heard the 
third living creature saying, "Come and see!" 
And behold, a black horse, and he who sat 
on it had a balance in his hand. 6 1 heard a 
voice in the middle of the four living 
creatures saying, ”A choenix * of wheat for a 
denarius, and three choenix of barley for a 
denarius! Don't damage the oil and the 
wine!" 

7 When he opened the fourth seal, I heard 
the fourth living creature saying, "Come and 
see!" 8 And behold, a pale horse, and he 
who sat on it, his name was Death. 
Hades 4 followed with him. Authority over 
one fourth of the earth, to kill with the 
sword, with famine, with death, and by the 
wild animals of the earth was given to him. 

9 When he opened the fifth seal, I saw 
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
